AA N thefe parts wee had ſome reſt for divers 
W& tſnoneths, but now we are like to be againe 
TX OVer-runne and ruinated by both Armies, 

Ba pccaulc all the Imperial toices, which were 
oonealrcady to their Winterquarters , have received 
exprefſe order from Ratisboreto marchrewards Bohe- 
mia ; whereof 6, Regiments of foote and 4. Regiments 
of horſe lying enquartered about Swinefurt, are broke 
vp already whileſt Generall Bazmier is marching for- 
ward with great ſpecd,the Swediſh Generall Major dc. 
mands quarter for three moneths in Saxonie for his 
troupes , and beſides great ſurames of mony of all the 

Cirtes in Saxonie, and yet it is tobe feared, when thoſe 
ſurmmcs ſhall be payed, that Generall Bannier ( who is 
likewiſe comming hirherwards with 6000 horſe and 
12090 foot) willdemand as much or more which will 
be the vtter vadoing of theſe Countries, The ſaid Gen : 
Bannter hath left 60e0 men on the River of Weſar, for 
the moſt part enquarteredin theCounty of Shawmbarg, 
what way he willcake with his army is not knowne as 
yet, ſome ſay he will marchtowards Egra,, ſome to- 
wards Bohemia to prevent the [mperialifts,. and-io cur 
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off the paſſage from them, and to make his forces the 
more willing to incommodate the 7»perialifts with 
this Wintermarch, ke hath promiſedtogive 3 moneths 
pay vatocyery ſouldier for the Winterquarter. 


 Ratishone the 8, 18. of December. 

Here are daily expected the Laneburgiſh and Heſſifh 
Ambaſladours," and {ome doe aſſure that aſſaone as 
they ſhall bearriued , the treaty of peace, which hath 
beene pur aſide far a time,by reaſon of the enquartering 
of the 1mperiall Army, ſhall be reaſſumed, mean while 
the Imperial! cities are muoh afraid,that in cafe the Prin. 
ces of the Empire, whichare very liberall in their pro, 
miſes, doe condeſcend rogreat contributions,the pay- 
ment will afterwards be laid vpon the ſaid cities necks, 
and the Pcinces fhift ic off from themſelves: The par- 
ticular treaty fo much ſpoken of but not belceved, be.

Brunſwick the $. 18+ of December. 

In theſe Countries we have now againe the Warres, 
becauſe the city of Wolffenburtle is block'd yp by the 
Exuneburgifh 'orces and the train'dBands,ind withScon- 
ces and Redouts, that no body can more getin or out 
to fetch or carry in the contribution, and the report 
goes heere for certaine, that the Duke of Zuncburg to 
makethe beſieged the ſooner to yecld, is reſalved to 
change his blocking up into a fiege, ts which end, ſome 
Artillery is to be brought before it te caſt Granadocs 
and fireballs intoic. Divers reformed Officers about 
20inqumber for feareto be coop'd vp ia the Oy 
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did attempt and endeayour to breake thorough, * 
they were apprehended by the Lanebargifh train'dBands 
and ſome of them were flaine and the reſt taken priſo- 
ners, the ſaid train'd Bands being very ready forwardto 
revenge the harme and lofle,whichthey ſaffered by the 
Imperiall garriſon of the ſaid city, and to be free them- 
ſelves at laſt of ſuch ill neighbours. . 
Zaſcithe 9, 19. of December, 

On Sunday laſt Baron de Oiſſen ville tooke out of all 
oatriſons as many as could be (pared, and marched to- 
wards the Frexch County to ſuccour and releeye there 
2 Caftle,in which lyes a French garriſon,and is beſieged 
by 1500 Burgandians, The Imperiall Colonell Keller, 
is come back againe from Inſprack roConfance,and hath 
reduced the reſt oftheSpaniſh croups into one compa- 
ny of horſe and twoCompanies of foote,and caſhier'd 
for the moſt part the Colonels, Lievetcnant Colonels, 
together with the reft of 0rherOfficers,of all thoſe new 
leavied forces, there remaines no more but 156 horſe, 
and 400 foote, which are gone now to their Winter- 
quarter, and Colonell K eller hath the command over 
them. Leipzigh the 11,21.0f December, 

The 5.15. of this moneth che Swediſh Generall Mz. 
jor Pell with his troupes,- having preſented himſclfe 
before theCaſtle of this city,is ftace marched away to- 
wards Rechlitz, leaving in Grimme one Regiment for 
22rriſon. The y, 7. ofthis monerh the Swed:ſh traopes 
maſtered the ourwarkes before the Caſtle of Heldrun: 
gen,whereypon theGovernor inthe Caſtle deficed im- 
mediately to come tea compoſition,and yeetded vpon 
diſcretion ſtanding to the mercy of the Swedes, w ho(a+, 
20ſt their own cxpcRarion).tooke the ſtrong Caſtle. 
wizhout þ loſſe of one ſouldier,theSwedes haye likewiſe 
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bibeged the caſtle of Wendelftein, which Iyes vpon 2 
high Hill,1n this city we have for a garriſon 1900 tate 

uetiers and ſore 1@0 horſe,and we are alfo well pro- 
vided with vicuals and aramunition. 


Leipzigk the 13,23.of December. 

The Swediſh Generall MaierPfull with his troupes 
hath beenz abour Dreſden, Meiſſen and Oſhatz, where 
he cauſed all Market Townes, Villages and Noblemens 
houſes to be pilladged and all the cattell and horſes to 
be driven away,and the city of Mcyflen and Oſhatz he 
forced to pay a great ranſome, Now hee 1s marching 
towards Koditz andBornaw and drives along with him 
ſome 1 e900 heads of cattell and horſes of the city of 
Torgaw,he demanded likewiſe a great raniome, We re- 
cetve alſo adviſe,that he 15 breaking vp with alt his for- 
ces to joyne with Geaerall Zquniers army, ſome thin- 
Ling, thar Generall Banner will marchtowards Fran- 
copia, others are of opinion, that hee will march to- 
wards Egra and the vpper Palatinate, this is cerraine, 
that Banzicr Carryeth along with him great ſtore of 
fireworkes, which maketh men to preſuppoſe that hee 
hatch agreat defigne in hand. 


Franckford the 14. 24. of December. 

As for newes we have but little to write from hence, 
the Weymariſh army is muſtered, and tound ſtronger, 
then it was thought, whereof ſome Regiments are al- 
ready come againe inte the Wetreraw,there taking ſome 
Contributions yet due. Whar other defigne they have 
is not knowae as yet, The city of Creutznach hath been 
kept block'd vp from a farre off for a time by che Im- 
pcrialiſts, but now the Imperialifts are departed from 
Soph thence

\ ſoulciers as Officers ſhould receive every moneth, and

Howlſoever becanſe Thaveas yet no!extra- 
ordinarie newes (beſides the blocking up of Woltenburrle;and 
the marching of Barrier with his Army) of a&tion for you at 
this time: I will ſupply the want thereof by communicating 
toyou the copie of a letter written by Generall Bazrier, dated

| Tbroke up with mine Armie 'from Pickenburg and. am now 
herearrived: And having on'the:ſecond of this monerh had a 
conference at Duderſtat with the French and WymarianCom- 
| manders, they thereapon took reſolution and order with their 
- Þ Forces to marchon, and follow me. Concerning mine armie, 
/ Þ Icanſfay (and thank God forit) that the little reſt, which the 
| fame harh by my careenjoyed in theſe. quarrers I provided for 

them in Weſtphalia, Branſwig and Luneburg, both tny Caval- 
lerieand Infanterie hath much been mended & reſtored, {> that 
lamcome againeinto-the field with much ſtronger and betcer 
| Troops than T had before : whileit Iam advertiſed from divers 
places by priſoners, that the ener tes'remaine ſtil} inanillcon- 
dition, and are now diſperſed into their quarters. Therefore I 
| am reſolved nothing to neglect, bur obſerving and fcllowing 
my reaſon of war,to take ſpeedily my way towards thoſe parrs, 
where by the power and heipot God Ihopetoefkedt my du- 
 fignes : wherein, although I am nor fo preſumptruons as to de- 
ſpiſe or negle& the enemy ; yet nevertheleſſe I amreſolyeJ, .in 
Vvuvvyv caſe 
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caſe ie come forth-to ftop; or hinder my endeyours anc pro- 
grefſe, upon any occaſion rhat he ſhall offer me, ſtill to be ready 
andina good poſture to give him battle, and ro doe myutrer- 
moſtfÞr thegood Cauſe, wiſhing onely and praying heartily, 
that Almightie.Gad by-his.hand doe ſo conduct and proſper 
rthe'armesof her Majeſtic of Sweden,and all other Proteſtants, 
& foreliſt thoſe of their enemies, that ar length we may attaine 
the deſired ſcope, namely, a firme honeſt peace for all thoſe that 
ſtand for the Goſpell.: The Forces of Brunſwig,Lunebarg anc 
Heſſen, areat'thirs timejn their quarters in Weſtphalia, Frecf: 
land, and other Dukedomes of their owne for particular de- 
fignes, which neverthelefſe doe conduce us in generall.
